might  regret.  She  doesn't  want

Cafeteria 


"Where  I'm  from"  the  central 
meeting  area  is  the  cafeteria. 

It's  where  students  come 
together  to  socialize  and  eat. 
With  few  exceptions,  all  stu¬ 
dents  enter  this  area  at  least 
once  in  their  high  school  career. 
Even  those  who  do  not  enjoy  a 
nutritionally  balanced,  home- 
cooked  meal,  will  sit  and  talk  to 
their  friends  over  a  soda.  Clubs 
meet  and  many  activities  take 
place  in  this  large  room. 

The  friendly  staff  makes  the 
cafeteria  experience  .  .  .  Service 
with  a  smile  can  turn  the  worst 
day  around.  This  staff  of  caring 
individuals  arrive  at  school  as 
early  as  5:30  a.m.  most  days  to 
begin  preparing  meals.  In 
addition  to  feeding  the  popula¬ 
tion  at  their  home  school,  they 
also  cook  meals  for  Bassette 
elementary  school  and  Newport 
news  Academy. 

Breakfast  is  served  at  7:30 
a.m.  every  day.  The  program 
gives  students  who  otherwise 
would  not  eat,  a  chance  to  start 
off  right  and  get  the  most 
important  meal  of  the  day. 
Immediately  after  breakfast  is 
finished,  the  staff  has  the 
enormous  job  of  preparing 
lunches.  The  menu  consists  of 
up  to  ten  food  choices.  Two  of 
these  choices  are  from  the  menu 
for  all  Hampton  City  Schools. 
Mrs.  Carol  Moss,  the  cafeteria 
manager,  plans  the  other 


selections  for  each  day.  The 
staff  also  prepares  food  for 
special  school  functions  and 
meetings  in  addition  to  the 
daily  meals  for  students.  Most 
of  the  foods  that  students  eat  is 
cooked  right  here  at  school.  The 
hard  work  that  goes  into  this  is 
often  overlooked.  It  does, 
however,  show  just  how 
dedicated  the  staff  is  to  the 
nutrition  that  students  receive. 

This  year,  the  cafeteria 
has  added  a  new  computer 
system  and  snack  machines. 
Both  of  these  things  are  de¬ 
signed  to  make  it  easier  and 
faster  for  students  to  get  lunch. 
The  computer  system  is  de¬ 
signed  so  that  each  student  has 
a  code  number  and  an  account. 
With  the  system,  each  student 
can  pay  money  into  their 
account  and  use  this  money  to 
pay  for  breakfast  and  lunch. 

The  snack  machines 
located  in  the  back  of  the 
cafeteria  allow  students  to  buy 
individual  drinks  and  snacks 
without  cutting  into  the 
lunchline.  In  this  way  "the  new 
machines  help  the  computers  to 
work  faster,"  according  to  Mrs. 
Carol  Moss.  The  machines  all 
contain  nutritous  snacks,  so 
even  if  students  do  not  eat  the 
meals  prepared  by  the  staff, 
they  can  still  get  the  nutrition 
needed  to  get  through  the  day.

September  19, 1985,  it  was 
originally  started  as  a  study  hall 
for  athletes.  However,  that  did 
not  last  long,  because  other 
students  began  to  complain.
